DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Drags and Cosmetics 
(Amendment) Rules, 1999. 


(Part 11— Sec. 3(i)] 
2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 ;— 

(a) in rule 64, in sub-rule (2), in second proviso, for 
item (ii), the following item shall be substituted, 
namely 

“(ii) in the charge of a competent person, who 
is :— 

(a) Registered Pharmacist; or 

(b) has passed fte Matriculation examina- 
.tion or its equivalent examination from 
a Recognised Board and has four years' 
experience in sale of drugs”; 

(b) after rule 148, the following new rale shall be 
mserted, namely 

“MSA, Prohibition against altering inscriptions 
on containers, labels or wrappers of cosmetic.— 
No person shall alter, obliterate or deface any 
inscription or mark made or recorded by the 
manufacturer on the container, label or wrapper 
of any cosmetic : 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall 
apply to any alteration, any inscription or mark 
made on the container, label or wrapper of any 
cosmetic at the instance or direction or with the 
permission of the licensing authority.’’.
